Enclosed for the Bureau Laboratory are 48 numbered 
plastic envelopes containing, items, of interest in this cnee, 
not necessarily in numerical sequence. 

During December, 19&9> the Police of Puerto Rico 
(PCPR), arrested several members of captioned organization 
on charges involving violations of the Explosives Lav; of 
Puerto Rico connected v.’ith bombings of various business 
establishments in the San Juan area during that month. 

Two leaders of the group, ROBERTO TODD PAGAN and FILISERTO 
INOCENCIO OJEDA RIOS, were not arrested at the time although 
warrants hoc been Issued for them and the police have been 
searching for the pair since. 


On February 23, 1970, Office O; 

POPR, received information fro m reliable 
that OJEDA RIOS v:as living at c 
Nuevo, Sen Jueii, Puerto Rico, and that 

w 3 b hiding in un apartment ati 

Puerto Rico. On February 24, 1970, 01 Agents conducted rales 
at the two addresses but neither subject was present in the 
respective hiding place at the time.

Much of the written material is specifically identified with 
MIRA and with "Ruben." 01 sources have previously identified 
"Ruben 11 as the code name of OJEDA RIOS. 


At the Daysman address, 01 Agents seized written 
material of the same character as that seized in Puerto Nuevo 
and in addition a high powered rifle, a pistol and n volume 
of equipment utilized in the construction of incendiary-bombing 
devices. This equipment included chemical substances, timing 
devices, batteries and vjiring. On the day of the raid an 01 
source identified TODD PAGAN as a clandestine resident in the 
apartment to whom the written material and other equipment 
described belong. This source and other 01 sources have 
identified "Hugo" :\s the code name used by TODD PAGAN, 

The written material seized -at both places included 
MIRA propaganda; codes; outlines and descriptions of organizational 
structures; instructions and suggestions on clandestine procedures 
to be followed by MIRA members; and written messages, a number of 
which reflect communication between 10DD PAGAN and OJEDA RIOS 
in their capacity as MIRA leaders. 

Eor the- information of the Bureau Laboratory, Cryptoanalysis 
and Translation Section the enclosed A 6 items are a small sampling 
of items seized in these two raids. 


Items numbered 1 - 14 and 89 contain writings of 
interest to the Cryptoanalysis and Translation Section of the 
Bur e au Lab or a t or y . 

Items numbered IE - 19 and G? possibly pertain to radio 
transmission procedures, possibly in coded text. 

Items numbered 20 - Ao and 88, 90, 91 > 92 > 93 > 9 A are o 
general interest in this case but are partially illegible 
possibly due to a bleaching process. 

It is requested of the Durecu to analyze the possible 
coded messages enclosed, for additional information in this matter. 

It is also requested that the Bureau obtain legible 
samples and translations of the bleached writings enclosed herein. 
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The Bureau may consider contacting NSA in view of 
the possibility of transmissions being sent from the Bayamon 
area of Puerto Ripo due to the information noted on items 
15 - and £

All items located in Bayamon, Puerto Rico, as noted 
on each plastic envelope, were found soaked in a liquid 
solution possible pine oil in an attempt to bleach the 
writings from the' paper. 

The San Juan Office is continuing their investigation 
using all items obtained during the two raids. The enclosed 
items appear to be of initial importance in this matter. 

Although no definite decision has been made on the 
part or OI-POPR, San Juan, Puerto Rico, pertaining to future 
use oi the enclosed items, all items that have been initialed 
should be handled as evidence.

Informant stated that the La Concha Hotel definitely 
received a copy of this letter, probably on the 9th of 
March and that the envelope and letter received by 
La Concha will be turned over to this agent. 

As A the contents of the letter indicate 
an extortionist nature, it is recommended that the 
agent handling captioned case present this matter 
to the USA to determine if an extortion violation exists 
and If so, submit these letters to the FBI Laboratory 
along with typewriting samples from the typewriters 
which MIRA has had access to, and a request that the 
FBI Laboratory conducts both typewriting and latent 
fingerprint examinations.

latent fingerprint examinations. 

As a number of hotels in San Juan, also Dorado and 
Ponce have received these letters, it appears there is a stron 
possibility that every tourist hotel on the island has receive 
a similar letter and accordingly, if the USA considers these 
letters to be extortionate in nature, it is recommended that 
every hotel be contacted to determine if they have received 
such letters.

On April 30, 1968. a confidential source furnished a 
printed document captioned "Manifiesto Del P. s. 0. A Todo El 
Pais 11 (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country). It announces 
the creation of the new organization "Part ldo Socialists Obrero" 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and Capitalism by 
buildings new society. of peace and justice under the flag of 
Marxist- .Leninist Socialism." The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will work for unity of working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
military service; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of the FBI,. CIA and Colonial 
Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of individuals with 
WIISON CORTES BURGOS identified as Secretary General of the 
organization. 

The May 22, 1 968 , issues of "El Mundo" and of "El 
Imparcial, " both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadilla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organization advocates armed 1 revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting in Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE TUNG, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to battle against Capitalism. 

On August 27, 1968 , the same source reported that WILSON 
CORTES BURGOS Justified the need for the new organization, PSO, 
with the declaration that it was the first independence-type 
organization which followed the Marxist-Leninist line as expounded 
by MAO TSE TUNG of Red China. 

On September 16, 1968 , a second source reported on an 
open meeting sponsored by the PSO in Lares;., Puerto Rico, on 
September 14, 1968 . WILSON CORTES BURGOS was the principal speaker 
and he criticized -other independence groups for not being more 
militant. CORTES BURGOS declared that the PSO was aligned with 
the world communist. movement and was following the Marxiat-Leninist 
line of political activity. / .

On September 16, 1968, the first source advised' that 
the first issue of the official publication of the PSO, "Obreros 
en Marcha" (Workers on the March) had been published. 

In December, 1968 , the first source related that 
NARCISO HA BELL MARTINEZ, known to him as the former representative 
in Havana, Cuba, of a prominent independence organization in 
Puerto Rico, had become very active in the PSO and was in the 
process of organizing within the PSO the Movimiento Independencia 
Pebelde Armaao (MIRA) (.'• r:r.ec Rebel Independence Movement) composed 
of select members of the PSG who are to be in charge of all 
sabotage and related activities of the PSO. RABELL, with the 
concurrence of WILSON CORTES BURGOS, has announced that the aim 
and goal of MIPA and PSO will be to attack and destroy, by means 
of bombing or incendiarism all the American owned businesses 
possible. According to the source, targets will also include 
other American establishments on the island of Puerto Rico such 
as National Guard Armories and military installations.

According to Castillo, he was 
accompanied by Antonio "Papo" Herrera, his cousin, and 
some others, exact number not known, when they climbed 
the perimeter fence at 'Ramey AFB during the hours of 
darkness and stayed on^the. base until just prior to 
sunrise. During this time on Ramey, they inspected the 
area of the fuel tanks.

PART3D0 SOCIALISTA OBRERO 
(SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY) (PSO) 


On April 30> 1968, a confidential source furnished a 
printed document captioned "Manifiesto Del P. S. 0. A Todo El 
Pais" (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country). It announces 
the creation of the new organisation "Partido Socialista Obrero" 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and Capitalism by 
building a new society of peace and justice under the flag of 
Marxist- Leninist Socialism. " The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will work for unity of working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
military service; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of the CIA and Colonial 

Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of individuals with 
WILSON CORTES BURGOS identified as Secretary General of the 
organization. 

The May 22, 1968, issues of "El Mundo" and of "El 
Imparcial, " both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadilla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organization advocates armed revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting in Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE TUNG, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to battle against Capitalism. 

On August 27, 1968, the same source reported that WILSON 
CORTES BURGOS justified the need for the new organization, PSO, 
with the declaration that it was the first independence-type 
organization which followed the Marxist-Leninist line as expounded 
by MAO TSE TUNG of Red China. 

On September 1 6, 1968, a second source reported on an 
open meeting sponsored by the PSO in Lares, ^ Puerto Rico, on 
September 14, 1968. WILSON CORTES BURGOS was the principal speaker 
and he criticized other independence groups for not being more V 
militant. CORTES 'BURGOS declared that the PSO was aligned with 
the world communist- movement and was following the Marxist-Leninist 
line of political activity.

According to the source, targets will also include 
other American establishments on the island of Puerto Rico such 
as National Guard Armories and military installations.

The so - called threats 
against merchants in these areas has never been 
reported to the NYCPD. 
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If It is felt advisable, the SJO should 
determine from appropriate contact within;, the POPR 
if, in fact, a POPR representative did furnish the 
information used as a basis for the newspaper article.

The FUPI was organised in October , 1956, at the 
University of Puerto Rico (UPR), Rio Fiedras, Puerto Rico, 
as a student organization working to obtain independence for 
Puerto Rico. A source advised the FUPI was. elected an integral 
member of the International Union of Students (IUS), Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, in October, i960. 

During the 12th Annual FUPI Congress held on October 27, 
28, and 29, 1967, in Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, the organization's 
Executive Committee voted to sever relations with the IUS, inasmuch 
as delegates to the 9th XUS Congress held in Mongolia between 
March 27, and April 5, 19o7> denied a FUPI sponsored motion which 
cited the student delegation of Chile as an organization which 
serves as a "screen for the Central Intelligence Agency." 

The IUS has been cited by the Internal Security Sub- 
committee of the Senate Judiciary Committee in 1956 as being 
among "international communist fronts functioning at the present 
time" and by the Committee on Un-American Activities, U. S. House 
of Representatives, in 1951*. as one of the "long established, 
Soviet-controlled international organizations." 

The 12th FUPI Congress, which was dedicated to ERNESTO 
"CHE" GUEVARA, and to the National Liberation Front of Vietnam, 
in its "General Statement" as ratified on October 29, 1967; 
expressed solidarity with the "Black Nationalist Movement" in 
the United States; "reaffirmed its total support of decisions 
made by the Latin American Continental Organization of Students 
(OCLAE), a Latin American student organization based in Havana, 
Cuba; condemned the Selective Service law and proclaimed support 
to all who repudiate same; declared the "common enemy of all men 
is Yankee imperialism" and vowed "to struggle by any means for the 
obtaining of independence of Puerto Rico. '

GRITO DE LARES 
SEPTEMBER 23, 1868 


The Partido Nacionalista Puertorriqueno (Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico) (NPPR) celebrates this date as the anni- 
versary of the brief rebellion at Lares. Puerto Rico, against 
the Spanish regime, staged by a group of Fuerto Rican revolu- 
tionaries. On this date, the Puerto Rico group established 
momentary control in the mountain town of Lares and proclaimed 
the Republic of Puerto Rico. This date has a special significance 
for the NPPR inasmuch as the main thesis of NPPR doctrine is the 
claim that Puerto Rican sovereignty was actually established on 
September 23 , 1868 , with the reballien at Lares. The large NPPR 
celebration on September 23rd of each year is concentrated at 
Lares . 



The NPPR has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

On April 30;, 1968, a confidential source furnished a 
printed document captioned "Manifiesto Del P.S.O. A Todo El 
Pais" (Manifesto of the PSO to the Entire Country) . It announces 
the creation of the new organization "Partido Socialista Obrero" 
and calls upon the youth of Puerto Rico as those who in the end 
"are going to defeat Imperialism, Colonialism and Capitalism by 
building a new society of peace and justice under the flag of 
Marxis t-Leninis t Socialism." The manifesto terminates with 
declarations that: It will woi k. ior unity cf working people 

exploited by the rich; youth should unite against obligatory 
military service ; it will respond violently in defense of life 
and country against the oppression of the FBI, CIA and Colonial 
Police. The manifesto is signed by a group of Individuals with 
WILSON CORTES BURGOS identified as Secretary General of the 
organization. 

The May 22, 1968 , issues of "El Mundo" and of ”E1 
Imparcial," both Spanish language daily newspapers published 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico, carried articles concerning the formation 
of a new "political party" called the "Socialist Workers Party" 
in Aguadilla, Puerto Rico. According to the articles, the new 
organization advocates armed revolution and announced at a public 
meeting that it would secure weapons to achieve its objective of 
Independence and Socialism for Puerto Rico. The articles reported 
that at the public meeting in Aguadilla, Chinese communist leader, 
MAO TSE TUNG, was cheered and workers, countrymen and students were 
urged to battle against Capitalism. 

On August 27 , 1968, the same source reported that WILSON 
CORTES BURGOS Justified the need for the new organization, PSO, 
with the declaration that it was the first independence -type 
organization which followed the Marxist-Leninist line as expounded 
by MAO TSE TUNG of Red China. 



On September 16 , 1968 , a second source reported on an 
open meeting sponsored by the PSO in Lares, Puerto Rico, on 
September 14, 1968 . WILSON CORTES BURGOS was the principal speaker 
and he criticized other independence groups for not being more 
militant. CORTES BURGOS declared that the PSO was aligned with 
the world communist ijaovement and was following the Marxist-Leninist 
line of political activity.
